ke LEGISLATION Spoke with Bob Carlstrom, 
“OMB, and informed him that the letter from Jack Blake, DDA, to 
_Representative Bill Burlison (D., Mo.) concerning the Freedom of 
Information Act would be going forward, but that, in light of OMB's 
concerns regarding suggested legislative proposals, we had changed 
‘the language of the letter so that the portion containing such suggestions 
was couched in terms of questions for the Congress to consider rather 
than specific statutory proposals. Mr. Carlstrom Said this sounded fine 
and that he would appreciate receiving a copy of the letter, On the matter 
of our proposed legislation to clarify the Agency's firearms authority, 
Mr. Carlstrom said his office was in the final stages of reviewing and 
approving the package, but would appreciate receiving a copy of the letter 
dated 20 December 1977 which we had sent to the Department of Justice 
regarding coordination of certain language changes in our proposal. I 
sent Mr. Carlstrom copies of the letters on the Freedom of Information 
Act and the firearms proposal. 
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
